Sub:- Regarding anomalies occurring in constituencies due to obsolescence of 48- Jandaha 
Assembly Constituency of Vaishali District in State of Bihar. 

Sir, 


In the light of your letter No.282/BR/2007 dated 12*** May, 2007, it is requested that in Bihar 
State in Delimitation of Assembly Constituencies, due to obsolescence of Jandaha Assembly 
Constituency of Vaishali District and creation 127 Bidupur (SC) Assembly Constituency many 
anomali es are arising. In the proposed Delimitation by Delimitation Commission 48-Jandaha 
Assembly Constituency has been wiped out and its parts are added into Mahua, Patepur, Mahnar 
and Bidupur Assembly Constituency and due to this not only the criterion determined by 
Delimitation Commission is being ignored but an area of Historical importance is also being wiped 
out unnecessarity. In this regard reconsideration on following points is necessary. 
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1- According to para 5JV of the procedure of determining Assembly Constituencies, the need 
to keep one sub-division/Block intact as far as possible is enipliasizcd whereas in obliterating 
Jandaha and constituting proposed 129, Mahnar Assembly Constituency the said criterion is being 
violated because at one side 19 Ranch avals Jandaha Block of Mahua subdivision are being added in 
Mahnar Sub-division. And by this not only Mahua subdivision is being divided but Jandaha Block 
is also being divided, which is totally against the para 51V of DclimilaLion Procedure. 

Not only this, Raja Pakar Block of Mahua sub-division, winch is so far a part of Jandaha 
Assembly Constituency of this sub-division is now being made a part of 127 Bidupur Assembly 
Constituency of Hajipur Sub-Division, ilere also criterion ot Sub-divisit)nal integrity is being 
violated. 

2. In para 6 of Delimitation Methodology Distt/Sub^divisi()n. Block/Panchayat have been 
treated as basic administrative unit, whereas due to obliteration ot 48 Jandaha, the administrative 
unit will be divided at sub-division and block level also, which will be incoherent in view of 
administrative feasibility. 

By including Harprasad, Maliipura, Sohrathi, Mahisaur, Chandsarai and Dih BuchouH Panchayats 
of Jandaha Block in present Patepur Assembly Constituency proposed in to proposed 129 Mehnar 
Assembly Constituency and by inclusion of four Panchayats - Mansinghpur, Bijhrouli Adalpur Nari 
Khurd and Laxmipur Barpaita of Jandaha Block to 130 Patepur. there has been violation of 
directions of para 5 VI and 5 VII of delimitation methodology. 

At the time ot delimiting the Assembly Constituencies, it is necessary to look at their 
historical importance also, because traditions as bind that area a socit^-ciiltural unit. Jandaha is a 
symbol to keep traditions of religious tolerance ot Sufi saints immortal because Hazrat-e-Diwan 
Shah, son of Sufi Sant Khwaja Moinnddin Chislti s sister, had lit the light ot humanitarianism and 
Khawaja Saheb himself visited him, and with his heavenly power, turned the fiow of Baya river, to 
secure Jandaha trom the tenor of flood. Accordingly, this area was named as Hazrat-e-Jandaha. By 

maintaining that tradition till today, all the people belonging to different religions are living together 
with Hindu Muslim unity and tolerance. 

There has been violation of para 5 IV, 5 VI, 5 VII and 6 of delimitation methodology by 
constituting proposed 127-Bidupur Assembly Constituency. 

Therefore, it is requested that on the ground of continuity of area, social harmony, 
administrative unit and historical importance Jandaha Assembly Constituency should be kept as 
intact as existing and in place of 127 Bidupur (SC), 127 Jandaha Assembly Constituency should be 
constituted Rajapakar C D Block and 17 Panchayat of Jandaha C D Block {excluding Harprasad, 
MaJiipura, Sohrathi. Mahisaui. C hand Sarai and Dih Bueholi Panchavats) and adding four 
panchayats of Bidupur sub-division (Chakathkursi Kushiyari, Cliaksikandar, Sehdullapur Dhaboli 
and Khanpur 1 akri). Its population will be 3,11,184 which will according to direction of the 
Commission 129-Mehnar Assembly Constituency of proposed Mehnar sub-division should be 
constituted with Mehnar and Sehdci Buzurg sub divisions. Its population will be 8,21,240 which 
will according to the prescribed norms of population by the Commission, 

According to the present arrangement, in the proposed 130, Patepur reserved Assembly 
Constituency, all the Panchayats ot Patepur sub-division and Harprasad, Mahipura Sohrathi, 
Mahisar, Chaudsarai and Dih Buchaiii Panchayats of Jandaha Block which are adjacent to northern 
—southern part of Patepur sub-division, be combined to create Patepur Assembly Constituency. Its 
population will be aj6073 which is according to the directions of the Commission. Raghopur 
Assembly Constituency should be constituted by combining. Raghopur CD Block and Bidupur CD 
Blocks (excluding Chakathkursi Kushiyari, Chaksikandar, Sehdullapur Dhabouli and Khanpur 
Pakri). Its population will be 3,58,680, 
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Detailed objections and suggestions are enclosed hereudth therefore it is requested to accept 
my above facts for consideration and necessary action or it may be publish^ in the Gazette to be 
published by the Commission.

Fourteen Legislative Assembiies Constituencies have been proposed in Patna 
District (Bihar); 

As per the Survey of 2001, the popuiation of Patna district is 4718592 and Its 
average population is 33742 and the Accepted Range is {-or + 10). 303338 — 370746. 

As per the rules the proposed population in Masaurhi Assembly Constituency is 
377966 which is more than the Accepted Range. 

Ward No. 37 of Patna Municipal Council should be dateached from Fatwah 
Assembly Constituency and Patna Municipal Corporation should be kept intact. If ward no. 
37 is dettached from Fatwah Constituency the population of Fatwah will be reduced to 
287224 which is below the Accepted Range. 

So the two Panchayats of Dhanarua Block Hulas Chak (Population - 12757 and 
Sonmai (Population - 9489) in Masaurhi constituency should be delinked from Masaurhi 
constituency and it should be attched to Fathua constutnecy. This way the population of 
Masaurhi and Fatwah constituency will be 35572 and 309470 respectively which is in the 
Accepted Range. 

Patna Municipal Corporation, Patliputra Colony and Digha Mainpura Panchayat (a 
part of the town) can constitute four Assembly constituencies easily and at present, all the 
three Assemly Constituencies of Patna are not much disturbed. So My proposal is 
Patna East - Ward No. 37, 36, 35. 34, 33, 32. 31. 30. 29, 28, 27, 25 & 23. 

Patna Central - Ward No. 24, 22, 21, 20,19,18,14 & 13.

It is to be reported that by the proposed delimitation of all the four constituencies of 
Patna town the form of the present constituencies has completely changed along with the 
increase in traffic and administrative problems and for no reason the long maintanined 
solidarity is affected. 

At present, out of the three constituencies, Patna Central is the only constituency 
where one part is in Patna City and the other is in Patna Sadar Sub-Divison. The 
remaining two constituencies are either in Patna City Sub-division or in Patna Sadar Sub- 
Division. But in the proposed four Assembly Constituencies, two (Bankipore, Patna Sahib) 
are under two sub-division area. If the aforesaid suggestion is accepted, three 
constituencies will be confined to only one sub-division. Patna town is more long and less 
wide. So to keep the constituency balanced the length should be divided. But in the 
proposed delimitation, specially with regard to proposed Bankipore constituency it has 
neither been kept in mind nor considered. Therefore in the result this proposed 
constituency has become very narrow and long and is encroaching all three present 
constituencies. 

The proposed constituencies are not named properly as Bankipore constituency 
has its major portion in Patna city sub-division, the major portion of Patna City constituency 
is under Patna Sadar Sub-division. No part of Kumhrar is there in Kumhrar constituency, 
So the constituencies are not according to their names.

Even a preliminary evaluation of 
the draft proposal will ^establish that 
all the guidelines issued by the 
Delimitation CommieeiDn have 
been violated probably at the origin 
level under some politically 
motivated influence.

Sir, 

Delimitation Commission held meetings from time to time with the members of the 
Commission and the Associate members from the Stata of Bihar in the process of 
Delimitation of the Assembly and Parliamentary Constituencies of the State of Bihar. 

During the meetings, the deviation in the draft proposal of the Commission in iight of 
the provisions and contained in the Delimitation Act and the guidelines of the Commission 
were discussed. Suggestions were givens orally and in writeen by all of us on the deviation 
and the errors in the proposal, on the readjustment of the Assembly Constituenices, 
individual Assembly segments and were discussed for two days In details and the 
Delimitation Commission accepted such discrepancies as pointed out for rectification by 
the members. However on most of such proposals, wrtiich were in accordance with the 
Delimitation Commission’s guidelines & as per the provision of the Act, have not been 
included in the proposal. 

As far as Parliamentary Constituencies are concerned, the Individual Parliamentary 
Constituencies were discussed in detail. However, Delimitation Commission itself deviates 
from its own guidelines and formulated the proposal, without taking held suggestions, 
which were given by alt of us in public interest and incorporated from time to time in the 
draft proposals, but have have not been included in the final draft working paper of the 
Commission. We reiterate our serious objects on such points. 

With this letter, we are enclosing note of dissent along wit annexures separately for 
Parliament & Assembly Constituencies which interalia included suggestions for correct 
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readjustment of Assembly/Parliamentary Constituencies. We request that our note of 
dissent may be published along with the draft proposals of the Commission. 

The Delimitation of the Parliamentary' & the assembly constituencies of the State of 
Bihar is a very important and serious event for the people of the State as it would be 
effective for the next 25 years and would determine the destiny of the people. In a 
dertiocratized frame work, geographical constituency is an important tool for the 
expression of people’s voice in an effective manner. Therefore any mistake at this stage 
would be a grave setback for the effective and cumulative voice of the people of the area. 
It is with this intention in mind that we have drafted our suggestions and in order to mitigate 
the hardship that may be faced by the people of the area, if working draft proposal is 
accepted. ^ 

We earnestly hope that out suggesfens & observations as contained enclosed note 
of dissent, be given due consideration before a final decision is taken by the Commission 
in the process of Delimitation.

ANNEXURE-A 

NOTE OF DISSENT ON DRAFT WORKING PAPER ON DELIMITATION OF 
PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUTENCIES IN RESPECT OF BIHAR. 


1. Only those Parliamentary Constituencies may be readjusted which have been affected 
by change of 7 AC’s from Katihar to Bhojpur District. It has been observed that changes 
have also been made in the proposal which were not affected directly or indirectly by the 
change of 7 AC’s from Katihar to Bhojpur District, which may not be acceptable. 

2. Saran PC (PC 19) should be renamed as Sonepur because Sonepur is place of 
religious Etnd historic importance right from Vedic period. 

3. The basic premise for rescrv'ation of scheduled caste Parliamentary seats is for proper 
representation of the voice of scheduled caste in the Parliament, meaning thereby the 
identified parliamentary constituencies having sizeable SC population would enable their 
aspirations & thought to the Parliament. The formula applied by the delimitation 
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commission is to its contrary. The Parliamentary Constituency of Gopafenj (PC-17) 
comprising of only 12.41% of SC population has been identified as the SC constituency 
whereas constituencies having more then 20% of SC population have been left out. 
According to the population of the Scheduled Caste in the Parliamentary Constituencies as 
now proposed by the Delimitation Commission, the 17-Gopalganj (PC) stands at 31®‘ rank 
out of the 40 Parliamentary Constituency in the State of Bihar. It is the irony that the 
constituency ranked at 31®‘ rank has been earmarked/identified by the Delimitation 
Commission as reserved (SC)., which in itself is wrong and is against the provisions 
contained in the Delimitation Act. The SC population wise details of the Parliamentary 
Constituency is annexed. 

4 . The revised paper-7 on Munger PC-28 comprises of constituency which is not 
geographically compact and socially homogeneous. The PC spread over more than 100 kms 
and also does not cover whole of the Munger district. Munger district is the oldest district in 
the Munger Division and has its own historical importance. All the neighboring districts of 
Jamui, Sheikhpura, Lakhisarai, Khagaria and Begusarai were once part of Munger district 
itself. The Munger (PC-28) shall therefore be readjusted keeping the Munger district intact 
which comprises of three Assembly Constituencies of Munger, Jamui & Tarapur; meaning 
thereby that Tarapur now proposed to be part of Jamui (PC-40) may be re+ained in Munger 
(28 PC).. The Parliamentary Constituency of Munger may be readjusted keeping three 
assembly constituencies from the Munger district itself and another three assemblies from 
the adjoining district of Jamui, Lakhisarai and Sheikhpura. 


5. Gobindpur-238 (AC) now proposed in the 40- Jamui (PC) shall be the part of 
39..Nawada (PC). 


6. The position in respect of Aurai Assembly Segment to become a part of Madhubani 
PC’s was settled in the earlier discussions in the Commission and may not be disturbed at 
this stage as this change has not been necessitated with the change of AC’s in 
Bhojpur/Katihar districts. Accordingly, Aurai PC may be inade part of Madhubani PC 
instead of Singhwara AC and Minapur AC may be retained in the Muzaffarpur PC. 


7. The parliamentary constituency of Karakat (PC-35) may be renamed as Bikramganj. 

8. In Patliputra (PC-31), AC-189 Masauri (SC) may be readjusted in place AC 191 
Bikram. In Siwan PC (PC-18), Darundha AC (AC-109) shall be included in place of 
Basantpur AC (AC-111), which was also acceptable to all the associate members. 


9. 84- Hayaghat (AC) shall be a part of 14-Darbhanga (PC). 124- Lalganj (AC) shall be 

a part of 16- Vaishali (PC) and 130- Patepur (AC) shall be a part of 21-Hajipur (PC). 
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10. The Parliamentary Constituency 30-Patna Sahib may be renamed as Patna Sahib - 
Barh. 


These suggestions have been given by RJD in its earlier suggestions to the 
Delimitation Commission vide our letter dated 23"* March, 2007 and on the revised paper-7 
circulated by the Commission vide our letter dated 7’^ May, 2007. It is requested that in the 
best interest of the people of the State of Bihar, the suggestions given by the RJD from time 
to time during meetings orally and also in the written statements may be considered 
fttvourably by the Commission.

NOTE OF DISSENT ON DRAFT WORKING PAPER 0 \ nEI JMITATlON OF 
ASSEMBLY CONSTITUTENCIES IN RESPECT OF BIHAR. 


The proposal contains delimitation of 243 Assembly Constituaicies in the State of 
Bihar, Our dissent is reflected in the following paras districtwise : 

1. District Sitamarhi 


The readjustment of Assembly segments in the area have been proposed keeping 
Sheohar and Sitamarhi as one Unit. . Our suggestion for the district Sitamarhi for the 
constituencies in Sitmiarhi and Sheohar was to maintain the earlier proposed 10 ^sembly 
segments in their original format which was not accepted by the Commission and the 
constituencies of 25- Bathnaha, 23- Riga and 24-Sonbarsa (SC) have been reconstituted 
without looking into the geographical features, 

The assembly 25- Bathnaha may be renamed as Parihar and 24-Sonbarsa may be 
renamed as Bathnaha and shall include Riga CD Block. 23-Riga assembly shall 
include Majorganj CD Block and the assembly constituency of 23-Riga may be 
renamed as Majorganj. By diis readjustment, the assembly constituencies of 
Majorganj (Riga) and Sonbarsa (Bathnaha) may be reconstituted on different banks of 
rivers like Bagmati. 

The composition of 26- Sursand and 27 Bajpatti is not correct. Bajpatti shall be a 
part of the 26- Sursand assembly segment. The 27 Bajpatti shall be renamed as Pupri: 
The newly readjusted assembly Pupri shall incorporate Bokhra and Nanpur (Part).

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2. District Madhubani 

There have been serious errors in the readjustment of assembly segments of this 
district, 

i) The guidelines regarding compactness, continuin' and better communication 
have been deviated. 5 CD Blocks have been broken to readjust the assembly 
segments which is against the provisions of the Delimitation Act and the 
guidelines of the Delimitation Commission. 

ii) The minimumhiaximum range of population has not been kept in mind 
while readjusting the assembly segments in the district. 

Based on the above two points, clear suggestions have been given by RJD Party, 
which were submitted to the Delimitation Commission office. It is desired that the 
assembly segments may be readjusted as per the earlier suggestions given by RJD. 


3. District Madhepura 

There have been major discrepancies in the composition of Sonbarsa assembly 
segment. Regarding this, not also RJD but also the other parties suggested for change in 
the Sonbarsa assembly segment. It would be desired that the Sonbarsa assembly segment 
may be readjusted as per the suggestion submitted earlier. 


4. District Darbhanga 

84-Hayaghat may be renamed as Baheri, which was concurred by all the associate 
members during the meeting with the Commission. Baheri has larger population than 
Hayaghat therefore it is proposed that Hayaghat may be renamed as Baheri. . 

5, District Muzaffarpur 

i) 97-Paroo assembly constituency shall be renamed as Saraiya in view^ of its 
larger population. 
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ii) Jaimaldumri Panchayat presently shown as a part of 98-Sahebganj (AC) 
shall be a part of 97- Paroo (Saraiya). 

iii) Jagdishpur Panchayat presently a part of 97-Paroo (AC) shall be a part of 
98-Sahebganj (AC) 

6. District Siwan 


i) 106-Ziradei shall incorporate Hussainganj CD Block (Part) i.e Pakolia 
Gram Panchayat, Singhbal, Habib Nagar. Hussainganj CD Block is part of 
108- Raghunathpur assembly segment in the present proposal of the 
Commission. The above is necessitated because of the natural obstructions 
caused by the major river Daha. 

ii) 107- Darauli (SC) assembly segment shall include Panchayat Balia and 
Aragpur in the CD Block to mitigate the natural obstructions caused by the 
river Zarai. 

7. District Samastiour 

It was suggested to rename 134-Ujiaipur assembly segment as Dalsingh Sarai. 
Dalsingh Sarai is also the Sub Divisional Headquarters of the District Samastipur. It is 
requested that the above suggestion may kindly be accepted. 

8. District Nalanda 


All guidelines regarding readjustment of the assembly segments of this district seems 
to have been broken: 

i) More than 5 CD Blocks have been broken. 

ii) 173-Rajgir assembly constituency and 176-Nalanda assembly constituency 
have been readjusted after breaking the five CD Blocks.

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iii) Katri Sarai CD Block has been incorporated in 171-Asthawan Assembly 
segment. This Katri Sarai CD Block is neither contiguous nor geographically 
compact with the 171-Asthawan assembly segment. 

All the above suggestions have been given by RJD during discussions in the 
meeting as all the 7 assembly segments of the Nalanda district have been 
formulated without breaking any Block. The above suggested readjustments can be 
done with only plus minus one percent deviation in the proposal of the 
Commission.. 

9. District Patna 

There have been major discrepancies in the 178-Mokamah and 179-Barh assembly 
segments. Pandarak block in 179-Barh assembly shall include those areas which have 
been earlier suggested by RJD. After the incorporation of the RJD suggestions, the 
Mokamah and Barh assembly segments would be correctly readjusted. 

10. District Bhaealpur. 

The readjustment of assembly constituencies of 154-Pirpainti (SC) , 155- 
Kahalgaon and 158-Nathnagar is against the guidelines of the Delimitation 
Commission. The minimum/maximum range of population has not been kept in 
mind while readjusting these assembly segments. The population of Krushnandpur 
and Ghonga Gram Panchayat have been shown as NIL. Although the populations 
of these two Panchayats shall be atleast 10,000 each. Ghonga Gram Panchayat 
shown in the Pirpainti shall be the part of 155- Kahalgaon in order to have a 
geographically compact assembly segment. It would be desired that the above three 
assembly constituencies may be readjusted as per the RJD’s suggestion also given 
earlier.

11. District Buxar 

In this distiict it was suggested by RJD that 2 Sub-divisioiial H eadquarters of Buxar 
and Dumraon shall have two assembly segments each. The assemblies and Raj Buxar 
and Rajpur would fall within the sub-divisional headquarters - Buxar tertitoirial 
boundries. The assembly segment of Rajpur and Barhampur shall fall within the 
territorial boundary Of Dumraon sub-divisional headquarters. It would be desired that 

the 4 assembly segments of this district may be readjusted as suggested above. 

12. District Kaimur 

The assembly segments of this district have not been constituted keeping in view the 
guidelines in mind. The compactness, continuity and communication etc. which have 
been laid down nonns by Delimitation Commission have not been takefl care of. It 
would be desired to readjust the assembly segments as per the guidelines and the 
provisions contained in the Act. 

13. District Jahimabad 

217- Ghosi may be renamed as Kako because this has been the largest blod^ of the 
Jahanabad district and shall not be broken. It is requested that the constituencies in this 
district may be rosdjusted as per the proposals given by RJD.

The draft published by the Delimitation Commission at present is totally incorrect 
and baseless from geographical and political point of view. If we study the map of the 
Saran District, then the delimitation of Lok Sabha, deleting 116-Tarraiya Assembly 
Constituency from Maharajganj PC and adding to Saran and adding 118-Chapra Assembly 
Constituency to Maharajganj PC is not justified from any. 

The district Headquarter of Saran District is Chapra. In that situation adding Chapra 
Assembly Constituency to Saran Lok Sabha would be in accordance with the rule and its 
name shouid be Chapra Lok Sabha because there is no place named Saran. Earlier, it 
was named Chapra Lok Sabha only. This is also notable that Chapra CD Block is divided 
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into ^0 parts to create 118-Chapra-and 119-Garkha Assembly Constituency.. In such a 
condition both 118-Chapra & 119-Garkha ACs should be in one PC i.e. Saran CD Block is 
dividied into two Lok Sabh areas Maharajganj and Saran respectively, whereas 
Maharajganj comes under Siwan District. 

Therefore, you are requested to make partial amendments in published draft and 
include 116-Tarraiya Assembly Constituency in Maharajganj and 118-Chapra Assembly 
Constituency in Saran Lok Sabha.

The following points are submitted for your kind attention and consideration: - 

1. Historically and tenure wise the "erstwhile, Gaya reserved P.C. is as old as Sasaram and 
Hajipur reserved P.Cs. are. In the proposed delimitation Gaya P.C. has been de-resefved 
whereas Sasaram and Hajipur P.Cs. have been kept reserved. 

2. Gaya District itsetf has 10 Assembly Segments, which are sufficient for making Gaya P.C. a 
Reserved P.C. The S.C. dominated Assembly segments of erstwhile Gaya P.C. namely Gurua 
(31.88%) and Sherghati (S.C.) (34.37%) have been transferred to Aurangabad P.C. to make 
Aurangabad a Reserved P.C., to frustrate and deny the Reserved Status of Gaya P.C., which 
clearly tantamounts to discrimination. Hence, as a fairplay, the S.C dominated assembly 
segments of Gurua and Sherghati (S.C.) of Gaya district may be restored bade to Gaya P.C. from 
Aurangabad P.C. By making minor readjustments of Assembly Segments within the proposed - 
35 Karakat, 36 Jahanabad, 37 Aurangabad, and 38 Gaya P.Cs. the reserved status of Gaya P.C. 
can be restored back.

4. As per data on S.Cs, Census of India Report 2001 . Gava district (Magadh Division^ has the highest 
S.C. population (29.6%) followed by Nawada and Aurangabad (Magadh Division), Kaimur (Rohtas 
Division), Vaishali (Muzafferpur Division) and Naianda (Patna Division). 

5. As per' section 9 (C) of The Delimitation Act “The constituencies - - - - reserved for scheduled 

castes shall be distributed in different parts of the state and iocated,-, in those areas where 

the proportion of their popuiation to the totai is comparativeiy iarge" and as per section 6 of the 

Scheduied Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order Act 1976 : ., it shall be the duty of 

the commission to make such amendments as may be necessary in the Delimitation of 
Parliamentary Constituencies Order, 1976 (without aitering the extent of any Constituency)" 

8. As suggested above all the above P.Cs. are geographicaiiy compact, contiguous, well 
connected and convenient to public. Administratively Gaya, Aurangabad and Nawada P.Cs. 
of Magadh Division fall in the same Administrative Unit of Magadh Division, lathe Magadh 
Division Gaya has the highest S.C. population. Therefore Gaya P.C. be reserved for S.Cs. 
instead of Aurangabad P.C. 

Thus the suggested modifications meet all the requirements and guidelines of the 
Honorable Commission, which may kindly be considered. If not then this may kindly be taken as 
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note of dissent and be published along with the draft proposals of the commission. The soft copy in 
the form of CD is enclosed herewith.

Respected Sir, 

As Associate Member for delimitation in respect of Bihar, I am submitting my 
dissenting note on draft proposal in respect of following constituencies/points. 

1. 115-Baniapur and 116-Taralva AC : 

115 Baniapur AC has been proposed with Baniapur CD Block + Masrakh CD Block 
with 3,74,114 population and 116-Taraiya AC has been proposed with Panapur CD 
Block + Taraiya CD Block + Ishupur CD Block with 3,39,943 population. Earlier in 
paper-6 for the meeting on 24.01.2007 with asscoate members 115-Baniapur AC 
was proposed with Baniapur CD Block + Ishupur CD Block + Masrakh CD Block 
(Part) with 3,55,373 population and 116-Taraiya AC was proposed with Panapur CD 
Block + Taraiya-Cablock + Masrakh CD Block (Part) with 3,58,684 population. The 
change between two proposals is that the Ishupur CD Block has been brought from 
115-Baniapur to 116-Taraiya and entire Masrakh CD Block has been tagged with 
115-Baniapur. This entire exercise has enchanced the population of 115-Baniapur 
even has exceeded the - or + 10% of District average. In addition to this, change is 
not even in the interest of public convenience because the last village of Masrakh 
CD Block is touching the boundary of Gopalganj District. One end to other end of 
the AC will more than 45Km. This exercise is against the basic motive of the 
Delimition Act because the whole delimitation is for adjustment of population 
imbalance. Earlier proposal was within the parameter off population whereas 
present is against. Eariier proposal should be restored in the Interest of public 
convenience and geographical compactness. 
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2. Mahafaiaani and 20-Saran PC 

(i) 118-Chapra AC has been proposed as part of 19-Maharajganj PC and 20-Saran 
PC has been proposed without Chapra town which is a Divisional Head Quarter. 
Saran as such is not the name of any place. In fact Saran is the name of Divisonal 
and District Head Quarter which is in Chapra. Proposing a PC namely Saran is not 
proper, rather it should be named as Chapra PC (existing name) with 118-Chapra 
AC 

(ii) 1Q9-Daraundha AC is the part of Siwan PC and 111-Basantpur AC is the part of 
Mahg^rajganj PC. Daraundha is adjacent to Maharajganj and Basantpur is to 
Siwan, So because of Geographical compactness and natural boundaries 
Daraundha AC should be part of Maharajganj PC and Basantpur AC be part of 
Siwan. PC.
